THE PRESENT CABINET . 


[( Hongkong Telegraph ” Special. } 


History records innumerable 
cages of -leaders of men being 
.murdered in cold blood. Dr. 
Sidonio Paes, the head of the 
Republic of Portugal, is one of 
these unfortunate victims. Since 
the establishment of a Republic 
in 1910, Portugal has been surged 
by. revolutionary movements. 
There’ were (three Presidents 
. before Dr. Paes. None of these 
held office for the full term of 
four years. The Liberal Govern- 

- ment was overthrown on Decem- 
ber: 12, 1917, and Dr. Sidonio 
Bernardino Cardosa de Silva 
Pass, the leader of the Revolution- 

ry Party, succeeded Dr. Bern- 
ardino Machado, Dr. Sidonio 
Paes's party united the most 
divergent elements—the Sdcial- 
_ ists, Labourites, Monarchists with 
ultra-Republicans and the cap- 
‘ftalistinterests. The.meteoric rise 
of Dr. Paes roused the jealousy of 

‘his enemies ahd on December 14 
last year-he was assassinated 
while driving to Lisbon station 
en route to Oporto. 

SECRET SOCIETY PLOT 

Reuter has not supplied us with 
any further information beyond 
the meagre details of the foul 
murder. A little light is now 
being shed on the incident. . It is 
stated that. a Secret Society 
with very wide ramifications still 
exists in Portugal. They hatched 
aplot recently to kill the President 
and a hundred highly-placed 
~offcials, It appears that a 
Portuguese soldier. was a member 
of this Secret Society, ‘and when 
the lots were cast they fell on this 
soldier to execute the task of 
assassinating the President. His 
conscience revolted against “his 
taking the life of a man who was 
a friend-of the country. He went 
up to the commandant of the 
Regiment and disclosed the facts 
to him, and requested him 
to incarcerate him es he 
feared the Secret Society 
members would decapitate him. 
Procautions were immediately 
taken and three days before the 
recent tragedy an attempt had 
been made on the late President's 
life, but it ended in failure. 
Probably, the authorities found it 
difficult to runto earth all the 
Secret Society members. Dr, Paes 
died at the’ hand of an assassin 
on December 14th last, The 
crowd became 80 infuriated that 
they lynched the assassin. Paes’s 
Government gave the greatest 
satisfaction to the whole country, 
except to that group who wanted 
to kill the President. .
